The woman, who conducts a dressmak-
ing establishment, spurned the man,
refuslng to have anything to do with
him. Seeing that his ex-wife was de-
termined to avold bim, Tobin drew s
revolver and fired three shots st the
woman, Two of the buligts strock her
MY. but were M by corset
stecls. Thi (il plefoed her arih, in-
flicting & serjous injury. Mre Tebin
(and a Mrw Bnrneo who was ﬂm
her, rushed from the apartment,
screaming. s

Left to himself Tobin applied a Ught-
ed match to a 10-pound, box of dyna-
mite which he carried. From one cor-
ner of the box protruded a fuse, which
was hidden in the folds of the paper in
which the box was wrapped. Tobin
then placed the muzzie of his revolfer
to the back of his car and fired. Hegs-.
pired immediately. . -

Attracted by the nolse of the shols
Robert F. Dean. of the United Blaies
recrulting service, who has an office In
the Alnsworth building, rusbed to Mrs
Tobin's aparements, and, seeimg the box
blazing on the fioor beside Tobin's body,
succeeded In extinguishing the flames
It was then that the Tull scope of To-
bin's horrifying plot was lald bare.

It appears that in his excitemeni To~
bin lighted the wrong corner of the
box and the flame had not yet reached
the fuse when Dean succeeded in ex-
tinguishhing the fire, which In a few
more seconds would have reached the
fuge anil a terrific explosion have fol-
lowed, Fnough dynamite was in the
box to have completely demolished the
Ainsworth bullding, which is one of
the Iargest business blocks in this eity.
Had Tobin’s plan not miscarvied It s
probable that a score or more of lives
would have been sacrificed to his hor-
rible cunning.

The Tobins were divorced last April
Mrs. Tobn coming to this city fiem
Baker City to go into the dressmaking
business with Mrs. Pin. Tobin had
been In the city sevdral weeks, but his
presence was upknown to Mrs. Tobin
untll tonight, when he made his ap-
